Hf it has, then maybe you have grown tired of the 
democratic process. We, as the editors, hope that any lack 
of interest which you may have in the coming election will 
not result in your absence from the ballot box. 

Opinion appears to vary among individuals as to the 
importance or need to cast one’s vote, especially among the 
persons in the 21 to 29 year old age bracket. 

According to a recent poll conducted by the Ameri- 
can Institute of Public Opinion, fewer persons in this par- 
ticular age group vote than in any other age bracket. 

In other words, the persons with the greatest amount 


-of formal education — young men and women now in their 


20s — show the least amount of interest in politics. 

This is a blow to the democratic process. The. power 
of the vote is the very basis of our becoming the strongest 
of all nations. 

How are we to maintain our strength if we do not 
exercise the privilege which peoples in foreign countries 
are now losing their lives for. . . the right to govern them- 
selves. 

Many of us have apparently become so accustomed to 
the freedoms we have that we take them for granted and 
think we need not worry over losing them. 

The poll continued to say that politics — in the opin- 
ion of young Americans voting for the first or second time 
— is something for someone else to concern himself with.. 

We, members of this age group, must not become 
drones by letting others more interested in getting a minor- 
ity choice elected into office. We are the ones who would 
suffer. 

Take part in the affairs of government and politics. 
Know and vote for the candidate of your choice. Be aware 


of the issues of our day.

For her ctltural back- 
ground, her history, and needs 
are completely different from 
those dictated in the formation 
of American Democracy. 

India Looks For Own Way 

“Leaders of India are determin- 
ed to have a democracy that is in- 
digenous to their own country, and 
not based upon English, French, 
American or Russian governments, 
said Chugani. 

“They want one based upon 
their own past and the character 
of their own people, growing and 
taking form according to their 
own needs.”

greatest athletic performance that 
has ever taken place in Orangé 
County, as the 1956 United States 
Olympic team was presented in 
action. 


After the meet there was a ban- 
quet in Cook Gym to honor the 
team. 


The team which will represent 
the U.S. at Melbourne set two 
world’s records, tied one and 
broke seven existing Olympic 
Games marks. Head Coach Jim 
Kelly of the University of Minne- 
sota was very impressed with 
three alternates on the team who 
might not even make the trip to 
Australia because they didn’t 
take one of the first three places 
in the Los Angeles Olympic 
trials meet. 

Ward Praised 

Meet manager John Ward and 
his aides were praised by Coach 
Kelly. Pole vaulter Bob Richards, 
who had spoken at a SAC assem- 
bly on Thursday, thought the cold- 
asphalt runway was the finest he 
had used. 

Harold Connolly, a converted 
shotputter with a withered arm, 
let the hammer sail for a new 
world’s mark of 224 ft. 8 1-4 in- 
ches which was held unofficial as 
the hamer was weighed and found 
to be 1-4 ounce underwemight. 

Perry O’Brien, the ex-SC shot 
putter, set a new world record 
with his best toss of the after- 
noon, only to learn that the shot 
put ring had a nine inch elevation 
over the shot put area. 

Alternate Leamon King, making 
a strong bid to replace some one 
on the squad, tied the unofficial 
world mark in the 100 meters with 
a time of 10.1 seconds, . 

Rev. Bob Richards and Bob 
Gutowski put on quite a show as 
both vaulted 15 ft. 5 in., the 100th 
time that Richards had achieved 
the 15 foot mark. !

The Don football crew, after dropping it’s confer- 
ence opener, came back the following two Fridays to win 
over Chaffey, 13-6, and the Riverside Tigers, 12-7. 

The two wins brought the home team a third place 
berth in the league standings, behind San Bernardino and 


Orange Coast. The Dons, after 
dropping their initial three starts 
of the year have gathered them- 
selves by their bootstraps and are 
now in the thick of the Eastern 
Conference flag race. 

Defense was the keynote of 

both victories as SAC allowed 
their opponents only single tallies, 
while scoring twice in each con- 
test. Chaffey was able to gain only 
159 to 308 for the Davis contin- 
ent, while Riverside moved the 
ball for 178 yards passing and 
running. The Dons went for an- 
other 320 yards in the same de- 
partment. 

The SAC Homecoming crowd 
saw the local eleven bring home 
the fifteenth win in the confer- 
ence series between SAC and 
Chaffey, the visitors have won 
eight in the series. The defeat 
was the first ‘for Chaffey, who 
found the home contingent had 
too much incentive to roll over 
and play dead. 

The one bad aspect of the 
game for SAC was the loss of 
guard Don Abbott who was 
cleated on the foot by a Panther 
lineman, 

The Dons scored on a quarter- 
back sneak by Mike Mosolf after 
recovering a Panther fumble for 
the margin of victory. Gil Rodri- 
quez kicked the extra point. Mos- 
olf had hit end Max Moore with a 
pass for 46 yards for the first

touchdown. Chaffey scored on a 
screen pass from quarterback 
Davidson to steller fullback Dick 
Aguirre who rambled for the 
score from twenty-five yards out.

Again the 
point after touchdown was wide, 
score SAC 12, Riverside 0. 

The one Riverside scoring play 
was a touchdown pass to wing- 
back Bob Swartling from tailback 
Ernie Ford. After the fine over- 
head reception, Dell Roberts 
booted the’point after touchdown.
